y ou eith er h ave joined th at category or will 
in th e near future, if y ou're neith er a pro­ 
fessional farm er nor a confirmed urb a nite - 
political analy sts are looking over carefully , 


fully . 
You and y our neigh bors h old th e balance of 
power in every industrialized state Big-city 
v o ters are th e largest and most m anage­ 
able group. So-called farm voters are nex t 
lar gest and least m anageable. But no 
o ne 
q uite knows wh at to make of suburbanites, 
ex cept th at th ey can be identified as a g ro up 
•nd tend to react as a group. 
Some of th e speculation about th eir reac­ 
tion in politics is m ore th an ordinarily inter­ 
esting. particularly th e speculation 
a b o u t 
th eir 
increasing 
num bers. Th eir num erical 
strength in 19 6 0, as sh own by prelim inary 
^ensus reports, is m assive enough to be pre­ 
ponderant if th ey sh ow th e sam e h omogeneity 


in politics th at th ey sh ow in th eir support of 
public education, th eir tastes in recreation 
and in th eir mode of living. 
Th e unknown factor is h ow m oderate th eir 
common possession 
o f m ortgages 
and 
ac­ 
ceptance of educational obligations may be 
making th em . Th ere is a strong possibility 
th ey may bulk large enough in economic con­ 
servatism to offset th e radicalism ty pical o f 
big-city voters in recent y ears. 
In 
presidential 
politics, 
if 
conservatism 
from th is source is forth coming; to th e de­ 
gree being speculated about by some 
ob­ 
servers 
th e classic formula of Democratic 
electioneering may not work th e way it did 
for Franklin D Roosevelt and H arry Trum an. 
Register and vote th e big-city mach ine elec­ 
torate and don't worry about th e oth ers. Th ey 
will split even-Steph en any way , and th e elec. 
total vote of th e state can be pried into th e 
Democratic column by big-city leverage. 


Another Cold War Surprise

Very often it is unpredictable because it is 
unex plainable, at least by logic. 
A case in point w as th e ch eering by 3.°00 
persons of Fidel Castro wh en h e arrived in 
New York for th e United Nations General 
Assembly session 
I Police were well prepared — as were Cas­ 
tro's own bearded body guards - for boos and 
oth er ex pressions of dislike Such were h eard, 
ii is true, at various points along th e route 
to th e Cuban dictator's h otel. 
But entirely unex pected was th e crowd of 
1000 wh ich turned up at th e airport to ch eer. 
One ex planatio n m igh t be found in th e fact 
that so me o f the Castro rooters were ex ­ 
patriates from th e Dominican Republic and 
Nicarag ua Th e United States h as plenty of 
ex iles fro m Latin America 
some of wh om 
pro bably see Castro as a lot more desirable 
than the rulers wh o separated th em from 
their ho melands. 


Anoth er ex planation migh t be th at C astro's 


agents h ad done a q uiet, effective job of 


rounding up scattered supporters for th e pub­ 


lic appearance 
It h as been no secret th at 


Castro h as agents roaming all over th e West­ 


ern Hemisph ere. 
Still anoth er ex planation migh t be th at th ere 
arc innocents too uninformed to realize th at 
Fidel long ago abandoned th e announced aim s 
of h is "dem ocratic revolution ” 
And, of course, it is certainly not bey ond 
th e realm of possibility th at among th e ch ert * 
ers were outrigh t American Communists, wh o 
do not get much opportunity to appear and 
sh out th eir sy m path ies in public 
W h atever th e ex planation, it still comes as 
a surprise th at 3.000 people could be got to­ 
geth er in a single place in th e I nited States 
to ch eer th e h airy egotist. 
One wonders wh y th ey h aven't all gone to 
Cuba if th ey th ink Castro is worth ch eering. 
It is a lot more sty lish pastim e in Havana 
th an it is any wh ere in th e United States.

"Th e police protection in th e oth ­ 
er borough s — th e Bronx , Brook­ 
ly n and Queens — is so th inned 
out th at th ere are more h oldups, 
burglaries, and sm all crim e th an 
ever before.”

Perh aps some compensation in 
money is given

dumping th is sh ow in our midst. 
I don't know about th at. But th ere 
is th e plain fact th at th e New York 


City government 
is supposed 
at 
very great ex pense to look after 
some local problems th at cry out 
for attention. 
Th ere is th e oth er fact th at mid- 
M anh attan is a place wh ere a lot 
of people h ave to work and earn 
a living. 
Th ose wh o are not present h ere 
among th ose workers cannot real­ 
ize wh at it m eans to live in a 
mess like th is. Streets are barred 
off Pickets and protesters and cur­ 
iosity seekers are on a score of 
streets and corners. 
Th e United Nations, of course, 
sh ould 
never h ave been located 
h ere but th at is w ater over th e 
dam. - 
If th e federal government is go­ 
ing to carry th e q uest for mutual 
security to th is length , it ough t to 
use a few millions to provide a 
federal force capable of taking over 
th e job now imposed upon th e City 
of New York. 


IT IS TRUE th at th e tragi-com- 
edy is better for free th an wh at 
th ousands are pay ing for at Broad­ 
way th eaters. 
Fidel Castro provides malevolent 
farce. He and h is fellow gangsters 
arrived with truck loads of food 
suitable for mountain figh ting—bis­ 
cuits in crates, Cuban black beans, 
peanuts, and ch ickens. 
A fine h otel was induced to take 
th em in. One can imagine wh at 
th is m eant to th e proprietor. He 
found th at h is guests — occupy ing
